spring for treatm ent of a gun­ 
shot wound. 
Both outlaws had been wound­ 
ed, presumably , authorities said, 
either in the Sioux Falls, S. D., 
bank robbery or the Mason City , 
Iowa, looting about four m onths 
ago. 
Reilly also was accused by the 
governm ent of having m ade the 
arrangem ents for the Dillinger 
mob hideout at Mercer, Wis. It 
was from this place th a t the 
desperado 
and 
his 
henchm en 
shot their way out of a trap set 
by federal agents, killing one 
operative and wounding anoth ­ 
er.

Tomorrow, unless the governor’s 
hand reaches out to stay the 
lethal switch, she dies. 
She killed a m an—her hus­ 
band. T hat was the charge, and 
a jury found it true. 
Not th a t 
she struck with the knife th at 
stabbed him or fired the shot 
th at ended his life sometime dur­ 
ing the night before Easter Sun­ 
day a y ear ago. 
Two men did 
th a t for her—and they m ust die, 
too—Samuel Feraci and Vincent 
G aetta. 
Anna Antonio plotted the m ur­ 
der, planned it. Her husband 
had a ’$5,000 insurance policy on 


his life. 
She wanted it. 
Feraci 
and G aetta were to get $8 00. For 
th a t they would kill a man. 
No woman has been strapped 
down to electric death at Sing 
Sing since 1923. 
Then it was 
Rut.i Sny der. 
She, too, had 
killed her husband. 
Anna Antonio is 28 , a plain, 
w orn-appearing woman, m other 
of three children. In the death 
house she weeps for her chil­ 
dren. 
She weeps, too, for her 
8 0-y ear-old father. 
Most of all 
she weeps for Anna Antonio, and 
through the grated door she cries 
out: 
“Somebody help me. Oh, some­ 
body help me.” 
It tears at the hardened calm 
of the guards, this woman 
weep­ 


ing and cry ing out for help. Be­ 
cause she is a woman her misery 
shadows the equal misery of oth­ 
ers—m en—who also are there, 
steeling their courage to walk 
th a t last mile. 
No one 
pay s 
much attention to Feraci and 
G aetta. 
A reprieve? Anna Antonio had 
hoped and pray ed for it today . 
If she worried about Feraci and 
G aetta, she did not say so. 
While she waited last night, 
the governor signed a reprieve 
—but not for her. 
It was for 
another 
condemned 
prisoner, 
y oung Joseph Murphy who was 
the fourth member of the “m ur­ 
der 
sy ndicate” 
which 
killed 
“Durable 
Mike” 
Malloy . The 
o ther three died a fo rtnig ht ag o . 


M urphy got a stay . 
They said 
he w asn’t quite right in the head 
and couldn’t have realized th a t 
he was taking part in a m urder. 
The decision on his attorney ’s 
plea has not y et been made. 
Therefore he has been given a n­ 
other reprieve of one week. P er­ 
haps he will die nex t Thursday , 
for Thursday is the night the 
state of New York settles its ac­ 
counts w ith killers. 
While Anna Antonio waited, 
tortured w ith thoughts of her 
fate, the M en’s League of Mercy 
of the United States awarded a 
medal to a famous editorial w rit­ 
er in New York. 
He had w rit­ 
ten an editorial urging mercy for 
the woman. So the league, which

LITIGATION PROTESTS 
ON SCHOOL TEXT BOOKS 


Indianapolis, June 27 
(JP)—An­ 
other test of constitutionality of 
the Indiana 
governm ental 
re­ 
organization law had found its 
way into a circuit court here to­ 
day . 
Clarence H. Miller of H unting­ 
ton “on behalf of all tax pay ers 
of Indiana” asked the court here 
to enjoin the state departm ent 
of education from further nego­ 
tiations such as the schoolbook 
purchases m ade last April, and 
to render those transactions null 
and void. 
The com plaint contends 
that 
creation of the departm ent by 
the reorganization law violated 
a section of the Indiana 
co n­ 
stitution providing th a t acts 
o f 
the general assembly must be 
under separate titles, and 
also 
violated it by not being strictly 
an am endm ent to a previous 
act. 
#The court was asked to

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INDEPENDENCE DAY 
July 4 m arks the one hundred and fifty -eighth 
anniversary of the adoption of the Declaration 
of Independence by the C ontinental Congress 
and the birth of our great nation. As time has 
proved, this was one of the most significant legis­ 
lative acts in the history of the world. 
The idea of a separation of the American colo­ 
nies from England was first ex pressed in the con­ 
gress through a resolution by R ichard Henry Lee 
of Virginnia on June 7, 1776, but it was not 
passed immediately . A committee composed of 
Thomas Jefferson as chairm an, John Adams, 
Benjam in Franklin, R. R. Livingston and Roger 
Sherm an was appointed on June 10 to draw up a 
suitable declaration in accordance w ith Lee’s res­ 
olution and tne drafting of the im m ortal doc­ 
ument was intrusted to Jefferson. 
The declaration was w ritten by Jefferson, w ith 
slight am endm ents by Franklin and Adams, was 
presented to the Congress on June 28. Lee's res­ 
olution was passed on July 2 and the Declaration 
of Independence was adopted on July 4. 
This great document stands today as a lasting 
memorial to 
the character, intelligence 
and 
greatness of the men who created it. Through 
the 158 y ears of its ex istence it has stood the acid 
test of time under varied and complicated situa­ 
tions. Today it is still a model th a t the world 
strives to copy . W ith but relatively few am end­ 
ments, it adeq uately serves the greatest nation 
on earth as a standard of its ideals and the ex e­ 
cutor of its principles. 
There are those who would alter its contents 
and disregard its stipulations but the intelligence 
of American people will never perm it the stra y ­ 
ing away from its principles far or long.

During the past y ear, in the city un­ 
der consideration, there was but one death from 
smallpox —and the city 's population is over 9 00,- 
0 0 0. 
In 19 00 the diphtheria rate was 56.6 per 100,- 
000. At present it is only 4.1. 
Those figures 
point to 
some of m edicine’s 
greatest trium phs. 
But there is another side to 
the picture. 
The death rate from diabetes, 30 y ears ago, 
was 4.4 per 100.000; 
today it is 19 .5. The cancer
